California voters will be confronted 
lat the polls next Tuesday with an 
other “half-baked” legislative pro 
\posal—the Sunday Closing Act, Prop 
osition 26, the last on the state lis! 
of amendments and initiatives. It was 
jput on the ballot by agents of the 
organized barbers of California and 
for the past ten months has been rep 
resented in state-wide propaganda as 
only a measure to “give the barbers 
ia day of rest,” a privilege they already 
have under state law. 

Industry and business generally 
through the state along witlf the pro 
fessions have awakened to the fact 
that Proposition 26, so naively of- 
fered as 2 measure affecting only bar- 


ber shops, in truth and fact would 
put a billion dollars worth of Cali- 
fornia’s “continuous process” indus 


tries in jail, thre aten loss of jobs to 
thousands of workers dependent upon 
those industries and close down hun- 
dreds of retail establishments such a: 
floral shops, delicatessen stores and 
other places of business upon which 
the public has come to depend. At the 
same time it excepts from its penal- 
ties of $250 and six months in the 
county jail, professional sports and 
recreations and nearly a score of other 
activities classified as mecessary to 
public welfare. 

Clergymen and church members who 
have studied the bill can find no good 
init. Its terms would make it possible 
to buy a race horse chart on Sunday 
but a jail offense to sell a bible. The 
housewife could buy a bottle of miik 
but would have to conspire against the 
peace and dignity of the State of Cali 
fornia to buy a loaf of bread or flow 
ers to decorate the Sunday dinner 
table. You can buy cigarettes, cigars 
and tobacco but you are out of luck 
if you are out of matches to light 
either the tobacco or the gas stove ip 
your kitchen. 

Proposition 26 would put you in jai) 
for doing any work not specifically 
excepted in the measure or work that 
is not “necessary”, either yourself 0 
through the employment of others. It 
would be up to you to prove in court 
that the work was “necessary” every 
time you were arrested. 

“A bad law that everyone ought to 
vote against,” said President Freder- 
ick J. Koster of the California State 
Chamber of Commerce which has 
voted to oppose it.

HERO OF U. S. C. GRID TEAM

SCHOLARSHIP 


LOS ANGELES, Oct. 30.—Intro- 
ducing Marshail Duffield, quarter- 
back on the University of Southern 
California football team, star stu- 


dent—and perhaps someday Phi 
Beta Kappa and a representative of 
the state of California at historic 
Oxford University in England. 
Quite an impressive introduction 
to a tow-headed youngster of 20 
years, who is known to most sport 


fans over the nation because of his 
ability to run with a football for 
the glory of Old Alma Mater. 

However, those who know Duf- 
field best say that the introduction 
is not out of order and they are 
willing to wager dimes or coonskin 
coats that “Marsh” will win both 
the Phi Beta Key, significant of 
highest scholarship and the Cecil 
Rhodes award, which will permit 
him to continue his education at 
Oxford. 

Duffield has been named as one 
of the two Southern California stu- 
dents eligible to compete against 
other colleges and universities in 
this district next September for the 
coveted Rhodes scholarship. This 
elimination is the first of a grueling 
series. 

As soon as the present football 
season is over, Duffield, who despite 
four strenuous years on the frosh 
and varsity teams, never has lagged 
behind in his school work, will oil 
up the old study lamp in earnest 
and hit the books. 

Duffield is not the type one would 
pick for a star quarterback or a 
class A student. His wide grin and 
uncombed yellow hair; his corduroy 
trousers and unkept “SC” sweater, 
have marked him as a typical ‘Joe 
College” youth. Yet football coaches 
and professors alike will say that 
when Duffield has his serious mo- 
ments in either field those moments 
ARE serious. 

During the university year Duf- 
field lives at the Sigma Chi house. 
He is active in all its functions and 
is not rated as much of a greasy 
grind as many members who fall 
far below him in monthly marks. 
Every weekend when he is not tied 
up with football, Duffield goes home 
to visit his mother in Santa Monica, 
an ocean suburb of Los Angeles. It 
has been noticed that he always 
takes a few books along with him as 
well as a bathing suit. Along this 
line, his football suitcase during the 
season always contains some books 
on subjects Duffield feels he might 
brush up a bit. 

The athlete-student is majoring 
as a senior in economics in the 
School of Liberal Arts, pointing 
toward a career in international 
commerce.

Corner Lot: A _ lot situated at 


the junction of and abutting on 
two or more intersecting streets. A 
corner lot shall be deemed to front on 
the street along which it has its 
shortest dimensions; but the owner 
of a corner lot may designate on 
which street the frontage of such lot, 
shall be for the purpose of determ- 
ining the required distances, yards 
and cpen spaces for said lot. 


Block: A plat or area of land 
bounded entirely by streets or by 
streets and a boundary line of the 
city. 

Street: A public thoroughfare not 
less than forty (40) feet in width. 

Front Eine: (Street Line) The 


common boundary between a street 
and a lot front’ng on such street. 

Rear Line: The lot boundary line 
opposite the front line of such lot. 

Side Line: A lot boundary line 
extending between the front and 
rear lines of such lot. 

Setback Line: A line parallel to 
the street line and establishing on 
a lot abutting on such street a mini- 
mum distance from the street line 
within which no building or other 
structure shall be erected or located. 

Side Yards: The portions of the 
area of a lot adjacent to and extend- 
ing along each of the side boundary 
lines of said lot from the front line 
to the rear line of such lot, and hav- 
ing a minimum width as established 
by ordinance. The width of each 
side yard shall be measured from 
and at right angles to the side line 
to which it is adjacent. 

Rear Yards: The portion of the 
area of a lot adjacent to and extend- 
ing along the rear boundary line of 
said lot from one side boundary line 
thereof to the other and having a 
minimum depth as established by or- 
dinance, and measured from and at 
right angles to said rear line. 

Use: The purpose for which a lot 
or building or part thereof, or other 
structure, is or may be used or oc- 
cupied and for which it is designed, 
intended or suitable. 


Non-conforming Use: A use 
which does not complay with the 


regulations and restrictions of the 
zone in which it is situated. 

Zone: (District) Any area to 
which those regulations or portions 
thereof are made applicable, and 
may consist of a single lot or great- 
er territory. 

Construct: The word construct 
shall be deemed and construed Bre) 
mean and include construct, recon- 
struct, add to, alter and extend. 

Locate: The word locate shall be 
deemed and construed to mean and 
include locate, move, place, situate. 
Section 23. Short Title: This or- 

dinance may be designated and refer- 
red to as “Zoning Ordinance of the 
City of Menlo Park.” 

Section 24. Penalties. Every pers-

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Conventional Idea of 
Lightning Found Wrong 


At a meeting of the British Asso- 
ciation for the Advancement of 
Science in 1856 the Scottish engineer, 
James Nasmyth, son of a landscape 
painter, stated that “in no instance 
among the many thunderstorms whose 
he had most. attentively 
had ever observed such 
forms of lightning as that usually 
represented in works of art; in all 
such the artists invariably adopt 4 
conventional form, namely, that of a 
zigzag combination of straight lines.” 

Nasmyth believed: the error of the 
artists originated in the form given to 
the thunderbolt in the hand of Zeus 
as sculptured by the ancient Greeks. 

Some decades after these remarks 
were uttered the photography of 
lightning began to be common, and 
the photographs all showed that he 
was right in believing that lightning 
is never truly zigzag. Its path gen- 
erally includes many sinuous curves, 
and it often branches, but a sharp 
angle is very rarely seen in a photo- 
graph, and it is then doubtless an 
effect of perspective.—Charles F, Tal- 
man in “Why the Weather.”

It is within the experience of al- 
most every one to encounter bad luck 
within seven years, whether or not 
one breaks a mirror, spills salt or 
walks under a ladder. Such beliefs 
are pure superstition. 3rand’s Ob- 
servations on Popular Antiquities says 
about the matter: ‘Mirrors were used 
by magicians in their diabolical ex- 
periments, and in ancient times was 
practiced a kind of divination by the 
looking-glass; whence, it should seem, 
has been derived the present popular 
notion, according to which the break- 
ing of a looking-g is accounted 
a most unlucky accident, being omi- 
nous of the loss of his best friend 
by the preson to whom it belongs. 
Grose gives it as betokening death in 
the family circle, commonly of the 
master.”
